S.O. 3863.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that It is necessary 
to appoint a Commission of Inquiry lor the purpose of making an Inquiry into a 
definite matter of public Importance hereinafter specified: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Com¬ 
missions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 ol 1952), the Central Government hereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Shri Durga Shankar Dave, for¬ 
merly Chief Justice,' High Court, Rajasthan, to inquire into the following matters, 
namely:— 

(1) the allegations made by— 

(i) Shri Trilochan Singh Riyasti in a memorandum dated the 20th July, 

1971, presented to the President of India, and 

(ii) Shri Satyapal Dang, in his letters dated the 5th July, 1971 and the 31st 

July, 1971, addressed to the Governor of the State of Punjab, 

against certain former Ministers of the State of Punjab. 

(2) further allegations relating to the former Ministers of Punjab that may be 
referred to the Commission by the Central Government. 

2. The Commission will complete its inquiry and submit Us report to the 
Central Government within a period of three months. 

3. And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that, having regard to 
the nature of the inquiry to be mode and other circumstances of the case, all 
the provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section 
(5) of section 5 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1052 (fit) of 1952), should be 
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made applicable to the Commission, the Central Government hereby directs, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of the said section B, that all 
the provisions of the said sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and .(B) of that section shall 
apply to the Commission,
